Income on the 101 farms was di¬ 
vided about half from livestock, a 
quarter from crops, and the rest 
from farm payments and from mis¬ 
cellaneous items. Receipts per farm 
averaged $3,947 and expenses, in¬ 
cluding interest on investment, total¬ 
ed $3,017 per farm, leaving $930 for 
th eoperator’s labor. 

The best farmers stressed the im¬ 
portance of livestock, says the report. 
Beef cattle paid well, especially on 
the large farms, and sheep were 
profitable on all but the small farms. 
Hogs about always made money. 
Some farmers made money from 
dairying and poultry. 

Highest returns were found on 
farms that had several sources of 
income, where good livestock were 
raised, where lime and phosphate 
made good crop yields, and where 
xepenses were kept low.
